1.. Examination of tentative academic Sciediites for FY-73 indicate the 


following times and spaces are available for the teaching of CIA manage

courses in Building T-4: 
a. Computer terminal rooms will be available during the morning 
hours while classes are in session with some exceptions to be noted. 
b. Three weeks in August are, available. SI/SAO facilities will 


be open during this period. Classroom in the non secure area not 


available. Computer terminal rooms will not be available on 23 and 24 August. 


¢c. In November and December the non secure classroom will be | 
available for six weeks. Facilities in the secure area are not available 
but limited use might be arranged when schedules are firm. Computer 
terminal rooms will not be avattabie 18, 19 and 20 December. 

d. For four weeks in January the secure area will be available. 
The classroom in ‘the non secure area will not be available. 

e. For six weeks in Maye and June, beginning 21 May, classrooms 
in the secure and ton secure area will be available. Computer terminal 
rooms will not be available on 13, 14, € 15 June. 
2. The Defense Intelligence School schedules are firm. However, 
additional DIAOLS/COINS courses may be required thus full day use of 


the terminal rooms will be necessary. There may be an additional . 


' course on IéW required and if so use of the secure area is anticipated. 
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
